Tliis 
is ilio pursisleut rumor that has been 
eiieiilateil on the Street since tho arrival 
uf .Mr. Maclcenxie, of iMackeuzie & Maun 
from lingland a few days ago. Those 
not directly coucerucd, but in cIo.se touch 
svith one or tho other corporation, state 
llint il is aItof;etlier likely tlie rumor i» 
cuiTci t. TliDse directly concerned, lion-- 
I'ver, have little to say. At the ollice of 
one of the corporations interetited, tho 
t'olluwiujf statement was secured: 

"Negotiations are, or have been on foot 
loolciiig to tlie ainiil^cauiation of the two 
coriKjrations. Mr. .Mackenzie, who has 
just, returned from England, has no 
(loul)t tiiorouglily tlirusUcd out tho mat- 
ter Willi Mr. Horue-iPayne. The result 
of those negotiations are not yet kuown, 
lit an nmnlgamntiou devoutly to ho 
desired, and an attempt was made twice 
bel'ore to bring it about. There is noth- 
ing (li^rniito known and tlie runioni on 
tlio street cannot be relied uiion." 

The Colonist correspondent then asked 
if , any other .sclieine to combine tlie two 
conii)anie.s would bo tried, if the Jlac- 
kenzie-M:iiin-Nichols-Cox -syndicate fail- 
ed, as there was also a rumor that Mr. 
;Xicluds in tliis case would engineer the 
deal him.self, with Toronto money. The 
reply was that such a deal wn.s po.s.sililc, 
but if it was urought about Mackenzie 
A: I.Mann would still be in it with Mr. 
Nichols as a subsidiary company. 

In tho event of the combiue boing pull- 
ed off, all the light apd electric power 
and supply companies' would "be practi- 



cally uuder ono management. As Mac- 
kenzie & Mann already own the gas com- 
pany competition hetweeu the t;aa and 
elccuie liyiit would bu called off iu Van- 
couver. 

.Mr. Howard, of Ross it Howard, iron 
inaiuil'acLurcrs, staled to the Colonist 
corrcripondeut this iiioniiiig that the lirm 
would at a time not yet decided upon, 
coiistniet a marine railway near their 
t'oundry in the hlast Kud. Their foun- 
dry, Willi its riicent addition, now han- 
dles seven tons of castings. The dame 
lirm are installing a plain lor the nianu- 
faetaro of the most modern style of 
lumber engines. 

-Mr. Howard, regarding the amalga- 
mation of the irou mauufactuiiug \n-. 
turests of the province, stated that the 
preliminaries hud been overcome, but the 
proposition was one i>rosentiug many 
dilUeiillies, aud it would be two or three 
nionilis before many vital points could 
be settleil. It. had been already agreed 
liy the ten linns interested, that it would 
bo to their mutual advantage to coin- 
bine. The saving in exi)enses woidd bo 
enormous, aud tbuy could buy -o per 
cent. clieaj)er. It was true that there 
was some dit-satisfaction nt the appraise- 
ment of some of the plants, but the pro- 
moters of the sclicme agri^ed to accept 
the result of a hoard of arbitration, nnd 
all were sati.shed to abide by the de- 
cision of such a boai-d. So that tho 
only real obstaclo mentioned as being 
uusurmountable has proved no obstable 
at all. ,lu combining but oiio set oIj 
l)lans will have to be made for each 
contract, and the e,K[]eiisivo experiments 
<in special work will be boruo by all tho 
linns instead of one. The standing of 
the ililTerent dirms in the conibiiio would' 
h'li according to the value of their plaiit 
as agreed uiwn by all the lirms.

I$russcls, April IS.— The Chamber of 
represeutatives today by 84 to 64 Totes 
rejected the proposal to revise the Bel- 
gian constitution so as to provide for 
universal sulTrago. 

Tho dcbato in tho chamber followed 
yesterday's lines. 

-M. 'Smeets (Socialist) accused the gov- 
mernent of being anxious to let loose 
UU,t)UO soldiers against their brethren. 
But, he added, they would be nnable to 
exterminate Socialism and ojJOUgh So- 
cialists would remain to continue th 
struggle. .Vs the government was not 
willing to counsel tho King to do his 
duty, uothing was left but for tho So- 
cialists to address His Majesty directly 
and plead for his iutervontion. ' If ho 
but said the word, peace would bo re- 
established. The vote was tlicn takoi). 

Great excitement followed tho vote in 
tlie chamber. Tho Socialists held a 
meeting in the Maison du I'euplc, at 
which M. Van der Velde, the leader of 
tlie Socialist movement iu dielgiiuu, urg- 
ed his hearers to bo calm. He said fhat 
he hoped King LeOjpold still would .in- 
tervene. Tlie meeting adopted a reso- 
lution to continue the strike and dis- 
persed without disorder. A-serious riot 
has occurred at Louvain, near Brussels, 

Tho 'Socialists held a demonstration in 
front of the residence of 'JI. Scolarit, tho 
president of tho Cliamber of Deputies. 
When the police attempted to desporso 
tliem they were received with a tshower 
of stones. Tho civic guard then lirod on 
tlio mob. A similar riot occurred in an- 
other part of Louvain and altogether live 
persons - were killed and 12 wounded. 
Some of the members carried the dead 
and wounded to the 'Jlaison du Prole- 
taries. 

Another riot is reported to have oc- 
curred at Bruges in Flanders. 

The rioting at Louvain began nt about 
half past seven this evening. A band of 
Socialists paraded the streets of tho 
town, smnsliing windows with bolts and 
rivets. They broke througli the police 
cordon in the Ituo Tirlemont. .The civil 
guards stationed in thc'Talnce St. An- 
toine became hard-prcssod by the rioters 
and lired a volley. 

The guard fired a second volley in 
front of tho Catholic club. It is re- 
iwrted that 12 policemen were wounded. 
In some (luarters tho number of wounded 
policemen is placed at 20 and several are 
said to have been mortally injured. All 
liouses of Louvain are barricaded aud 
maintenance of order has assumed by 
the military.

German Imitator of Iveeley Arrested for 
Fraud. 

Berlin, April IS.— Herman Gnnswindt, 
whoHC so-called liyiug" niaehino has at- 
tracted wide attention here and abroad, 
was arrested today for protracted dec'cp- 
tion, forgery and gulling the puldic into 
subscribing for shares of an aeroplaiu? 
company. Jle obtained money iu small 
ums from hundreds of per.?ons. Gnns- 
windt recently Hooded the papers here 
Avith immense advcrtisdmcnts of flying 
maohiues, containiug .the endorsements 
clergymen and other persons inex- 
Iioricncod in business, from all parts of 
Germany. It transpires that some of tho 
names were forged, including tlio name 
of Emperor William's brother-in-law. 
The detectives had been working on the 
ca.se for live montlis. He recently offered 
to the war miuister, for 20,000,000 marks 
(about .?.5,000,000), a flying machine, 
which ho said would reach the planet 
Mars. lie also claimed to have invent- 
(mI a motor having multiplying power, re- 
sultiiig in a sort of ]ieri)ctual motion. 

Ganswindt, who was originally a law- 
yer and then a farmer, had been experi- 
menting for 10 years Avitli various vis- 
ionary inventions, not one of which prac- 
tically realized his es.pectntions.

Queen of Holland So ill That 
a Regency Is Being 
Considered. 



The Hague, April 18.— An ofncial b;il- 
Ictin this morning Jlroin Castle Loo 
states that Queen AVilhelmina passed a 
fairly quiet night. Her fever continues. 
The alarming fever which complicated 
tlie Queen's econdition is now olllcially 
admitted to lie typhoid. 

The g;ites of Castle Loo have been 
placardiMl with a notilication reading: 
"T.vphoid fever within." 

This was in compliance Avith the Dutch 
law requiring every house in whicli n 
case of contagious disease existed to 
post a notice to that' ell'ect outside. It 
lias not yet been discovered where Her 
Majesty contracted tlie disease. It is 
declared that while the water s\ipi)lied 
the castle is good, the Queen has been 
in th(> habit of drinking sterilized milk. 

'J'he question of estalilit<biiig a regency 
is being earnestly considered liy the 
.Vetherlands government, and it is 
thought probable, in view of tho possibh; 
long illness of tho Queen, that the states 
general will be summoned in n joint ses- 
ion at an early dote, to take action in 
the matter.

Ottiiwa. April 12.— The public ac 
counts committee is becoming an amu> 
iiij,' farce. Nominally its duty is to in 
vestigato the various items of public 
expenditure in order to seo that the 
niiniey has not boon wasted, il racti- 
cally its alTairs lue manipulated so that 
the" only expenditures into which it is 
allowed to eu'iuire are those to which 
no suspicion attaches. This was well 
exempliUeil the other bay when Mr. 
liarker, of Hamilton, aticmiUed to se- 
ciiro autlioritv for a general emiuiry 
into tlie alTairs of the Intercolonial. 
This reiiuest was prouu>tIy voted down 
by the snpiwrlcrs of the government. 
'Tlieir action was no doubt dictated by 
prudential motives. The Intercolonial 
is an expensive asset, and any serious 
attomi)t to lind out what ia really done 
with the inoiiey niiglit easily prove a^-k- 
wnrd to some party worlior.s.- dJut there 
is no danger of tho facts being ascer- 
tained. Mr. Blair is satislied wiih lli.^ 
jiresent situation and it is not wort:h 
while for anybody else to object. 

TlfK MILITIA. 
To all appearances something of the 
military siiirit is gnMlunlly growing up 
in Canada. Hitherto the voiuuteers have 
been regariled p.artly as a social orga- 
iiizalioii, and partly as a good chance for 
a snmnier oiiiiug. Tile point of view- 
is gradually cliaiigiiig, and the animal 
uppropriiition for military iiurposes is 
feeling tlie inlliience of the change. 
Tho service is growiug more popular, 
and the latest uiovomeut foreshtulowcil 
by tho -Miui.ster of Miljtia will probably 
meet with general iipprovul. 'He jiio- 
])Oseci, in an indirect way, to increase 
the volunteer force to 100, OOO men. 
This is to be done by iiieaiis of the 
formation of rille clubs all oyvi- the 
couiiti-y. These will, of course, be 
voluntary organizations, hut they will 
be furnished wilii weapons and siiii- 
plied with cartridges at a (dieap rale. 
TIH': THKlllTOIHES. 
Politicians in tluT Is'orliiwest Terri- 
tories arc engaged in working up in- 
lignatiou against the government for 
hiiving refused to erect the Tcrritoricu 
into a [irovince. 'i'lie discussion of llie 
subject in the territorial legislature is 
about the lirst that Kasterii Canada lias 
liear<l of it. It will be news to most 
people that such a reiiuest was c,-er 
formally made. Certainly throughout 
Canada at large tlioro if- no particular 
dispotiition to refuse the Territories 
whatever form of government they 
think it -would suit them. But an exam- 
ination of the situation shows that in 
this, as in most human affairs, it is n 
(Iiicstion of money. The Territories be- 
lieve that all the government lands of 
the 'West should ho handed over to 
t belli, and that the nnnujil grant frfim 
the l)oininion slioiild ITe considerably 
increased. d'"ortunate!y they have a 
row among themselves, and this w-ill 
give the rest of the Dominion time to 
study tlio matter. .Some Western men 
want one province and some w-ant two. 
The southern part of the western Terri- 
tories is arid, and requires large irriga- 
Lioii w-orks. The northern part con- 
tains most of the undeveloped resources 
which ill the future may be turned into 
caflli. Consequently the south favors 
one province, an'il the north two. 
li.\jIilAU\Y ■t.'0M:\HS.S10N. 
Mr. Klair has at hist mustered up 
courage to introduce a bill- for tho ap- 
pointment of a railway, commission in 
Cauiida. He has boeu promising such 
.1 measure ever since lie came into 
olllce, but, as lie said himself, the more 
lie studied the subject the more intricate 
it liecaiiie. l'er.-,oiially ho wa« almost 
ready to give up the probleui in despair, 
but tho pre-ssure Jinally forced him to 
act. Ho says he hits little hope that 
the measure will accomplish anything 
like what is expected ot it, but he is 
willing to give it a chance. The com- 
mission, when it ultimatidy gets to 
work, will liave in some respects iirctty 
wide powers. It will ('dusist of three 
genllonuni, holding olllce for al term of 
years, and removiible only by a resolu- 
tion of parliament. They will have 
practically absolute power to lix rates 
within their sphere of action. But 
there seem to bo important limitations. 
Even Mr. Blair is obviously uncertain 
as to whether it would be good policy 
to iil'.ow tho coraiui-ssioiiers to control 
rates on goveriinient r.iiiroads. b'ur- 
therniore, the charter of the C. .1'. 1{. 
aiipears to preveiil rales on Hint road 
from l.ieing regulated until it is earning 
10 Iter cent, on its capital. These tw-o 
tacts taken togctlier would sci'iii to con- 
line the action of the commission al- 
iriisl entirely to the province of On- 
tario, lint this may turn out to be a 
niisuiiderstaiiding. It it; not the inten- 
tion that the act apiwinting tho coni- 
uiisslon should become law this session. 
Tho government merely wish to have 
the full discussion of the subject, so 
tliat a proper measure may be ijrepared. 
Perhaps it will become law ii year 
hence. 

THE ^rlOTR^o i.'^ystem. 

How many people in this country 
know anytliing alioiit tho metric sys- 
tem 'I ll involves a completo change 
in iveigbts and me.-isuros. It is in use 
over a liirge part of llie world, but 
lMiglisli-s]ieilkiiig (Miiint ries have not yet 
seen lit to ailoiit it. Sir Henri ,foly, 
now lieutenant-governor of Hritisli 
( 'oliiniliia, is one of its wariiiiM ailvo- 
i-ates. I'^ven Mr. .label Itobinson, 
iiu'inber for West ICIgin, hitherto re- 
lianled as aggressiv(.'ly non-progressive, 
has exiiressed hiiiisolf in favor of .the 
adoption of the system. There arc 
many other luombors ot tho agriculture 
committee who agree -with him, and 
before long the system bids fair to bo 
adopted ior all public purposes. The 
saino movement is perceptible in the 
United States, where there is a bill be- 
fore congress to provide that Iho. niotric 
system shall bo used in dr.iwing up 
siH;eilications for all works on w-]iicU 
liiiblic money is expended. Evidently 
the (lay is close at luiiid when Ctiiiii- 
(lians will have to cease thinking in 
feet nnd yards niid learn to think in 
metres.

It certainly ia not the 
function of a gorerument to interfere 
in tho private disputes between two rail- 
way companies. 



THE ESTIMATES. 



Tho estimates brought down yesterday 

arc tho most businc.sslilje financiai ar- 
rangements ever laid before tho i>eopie 
of Britisli lOolumbia, and reflect the 
greatest amount of credit upon the pres- 
ent Minister of Fi-n.anee, the Hon. J. D. 
Prentice. Tlio estimate of revenue ie 
most conservative, and moderate. Tho 
total revenue, although it is proposed 
to collect ^20,000 arrears of taxes, is 
only sligbtlj- in excess of last yenr'B 
estimate. It is therefore likely that the 
revenue will oiiual, if n<it <'X<;eed, the 
forecast now made. "We ob«erve that a 
decrease is made in the estimated rev- 
enue from Free .Miners' Certificates and 
Mining Keceipts j,'encral, two s(iiii-0'>s 
from which the revenue is larf:ely in- 
flated during times of mining specula- 
tion and excitement ; wJicrens a very 
largo increase is expectetl from the min- 
eral tax, a source of revenue dependent 
on productive mining. 1'hi« shows the 
healthy coaidition iu which tho mining 
industry is, in spite of tlie fact that 
the low prices of the precious metals 
have a tendency to diminisli prospecting 
and tho notation of new companies. The 
conditions now prevailing, however, are 
likely to alter for the better, and the 
revenue from the first named sources to 
ex[)and ,'igain. The royalty on coal is 
iilso iirogrc'^t^iiig in its contribution to 
the revenue, another very satisfactory 
indication of the condition of industry. 
A new source ot revenue appears in the 
Fisheries. The lifting of tlie reserve 
on the foreshores is bound to result in 
a handsome revenue to tho government, 
provided valuable 'franchises are not 
given away, as the estimates indicate 
they will not be. Tho most important 
feature of the cstiiiuitod revenue, how- 
over, is the indication given that a de- 
termined effort will be ipade to collect 
arrears of taxes. The arrears Of taxes in 
this province are appalling. Capitalized 
these arrears would at a low. rate of in- 
terest bring revenue of something like 
(i;0O,(HXi a year. So that they really 
amount to a very large indirect charge 
uiKju tluwe will) do pay their taxes. This 
is a <iuestion to ! o grappled with, and 
(lirinly, ami the people of the country 
win warmly .second 'Mr. Prentice in his 
efTorts in this direction. Both in his 
educational iiieasnro which had an im- 
portant liniMicial bearing, and in liis 
■method of dealing with arrears, iMr 
^renticO|^ha8^^ho\;fn .strength and coiir 



nge,'aa"'well as:a grasp' ;<)f *the economic 
difflc'ultiee and financial necessities of 
tho province. If we turn to tbe expendi- 
tiue side of tho sheet these qualities are 
conspicuous also. Tho expenditure on 
public works has been reduced by !M.50,- 
000 in round numbers. Nothing will 
point the demand of the provincial gov- 
ernment for better torm.s from the Do- 
minion, nnd press it homo upon the peo- 
ple of tlio province better than that. 
Public works in which the Dominion 
government does not assist, add more to 
tho revenue of tho Dominion government 
thiui they do to that of tho province. 
Itailways assisted by the iDominion gov- 
ernment,, are, of course, in n difTerent 
posit;ion, "Oonseqiiontly, the people must 
either submit to heavier taxation, give 
up some useful expenditure, or procure 
fairer and more reasonable assistance 
from the Dominion. Unaucstionably this 
is the biggest issue before the people. 
We certainly have no alternative but to 
tax ourselves more licavily, or to focure 
hotter terms from tho Dominion. This 
is one of tho financial lessons taught 
by the present estimates. 'It is to bo 
hoped it will bo laid to heart, and a 
healthy public opinion surround the 
policy of tho govei-pjnent in its agitation 
for better terms. AVith very moderaio 
and careful estimates of revenue, Mr. 
I'rentice has succeeded In more nearly 
balancing his expenditure with his rev- 
enue than has been the cat^e for sonic 
considerable time, and wo may hope that 
through the stimulus ■ given to develop- 
ment by tbe successful inauguration of 
the government's railway policy his ex- 
pectations, will he exceeded. 



, PnOOF POSITIVE. 

The opposition has endeavored per- 
sistently to lay before the members of 
the government tho alternative of either 
having lied about tho dual capacity ot 
Mr. iG-reeushields, or of having actually 
employed him as an agent in their nego- 
tiations with Messrs. Mackenzie A 
Maun. The Chief Commissioner of 
Lands and Works in particular, has been 
singled ont to bear the onus of these 
alternatives, 'beoause of some remarks 
o£ his iu tho House of which a wrong 
impression was taken at the time by 
somo newspapers. The case against 
him was based not upon what he fnid, 
but upon what the newspapers reported 
him to have said, an entirely different 
thing. Now it so happens that on the 
ISth day of January, Hon. Mr. Wells 
wroto !i personal letter, to Mr. Green- 
shields, iu which he talks both about 
railway- matters and about Mr. Green- 
shields' own position. This letter was 
a personal and confidential one, and was 
written long before the question of any 
dual capacity was mooted. It was pro- 
duced iu the Koyal Commission and" 
was read over, but it was not put in evi- 
dence, nor did* the reporters receive 
copies of it. The letter begins as fol- 
lows: 

"My Dear Gre^nshields, 

"Upon my return here I submitted to 
the Executive the arrangeiiient made 
with yourself, an.l it was entirely ap- 
proved of, that is you are Id act for 
the government of uriticih Columbia in 
all uiattcrs of negotiation with the ])o- 
iiiiuiou government." 

It then goes on to describe in detail 
tlio railway policy of the government, 
with a view to explaining cortiiin mat- 
ters between the provincial iinil Domiu- 
iiiii governineiits in reference lo the 
Coast-Kootenay road, ^vhieh he wished 
Mr. Greenshields to attend to. After 
which it cdntinues: 

"By reference to a mfmornndum at- 
tached to the map slioniug tbe Coast- 
Ivootcnay road, you will see that a fair- 
ly feasible route h.is been defined, this 
leading directly to Jlidway, a point com- 
mon to the C. J*. It. and Great Xorthorn 
syeteui.s. Tlie branch from .Vllison to 
^pence's Bridge, surveyed by the C. P. 
K. is not for tlic iiresent included, but 
with the 0[>ening up of the country more 
immediately tributary to tlie main line, 
the Spence's 'Bridge br;incii woiildi h.-tve 
to be considered later. Uegarding the 
Coa.st-Kooteiiay road, you will notice 
that tho I'remier, in his recpiit manifes- 
to, a copy of which you will receive, in- 
timates the intention 'of this govern- 
ment to ask the Dominion government 
to undertake jointly its construction. 
This, for the present, commits us to n 
policy in resi>eet to this particular road. 
In my own opinion tlie Dominion will not 
accept our iiroiiositioii, but until it is 
rejcctcil, wo are, in a way, unable to 
iiegoti.'ite for its const ruction. Now I 
want yon to go to Ottawa before leaving 
for British Coliiiiibi.'i, and settle tliis so 
as to III' aide to say definitely that tlie 
Ottawa goveriiMient will, or will not en- 
tertain the joint construction of tlie 
Coast-Kootenay road. This will jirob- 
ably clear the rleek for other negotia- 
tions. I am counting on Maun coming, 
ns wo do not care to have our negotia- 
tions with Sutherland." 

The bal.'iuco of the letter hrs to do 
Willi politics. Tho only place in which 
;iiiy negotiations are mentioned oilier 
than those between the provincial nnd 
Dominion govemments, is in the sen- 
tence: "I am counting on Maun 'coming. 
as we do not care to have our negofiii- 
tioiis witli 'Sutherland." This sentence 
is absolutely inconsistent with the allega- 
tion that "Mr. Greon-shields w.ts acting as 
the iigi'iit of tho government. Tli(> gov- 
ernment did not wish to deal with 
Messrs. Mackenzie & Maun through Mr. 
Sutlierinnd. How could such a state- 
ment ns that bo made to an agent known 
to be in direr^t communication with 
Mest^rs. Mackenzie & Mann liimself? It 
is obviously nn impossible statement, if 
Greenshields mie the 'Ogent ot the 
Roveraraent in these nectotintions. Im- 
agine anyone telling an agent who was 
acting in a dual capacity, whom he 
knew was acting in a dual capacity, 
that he would not negotiate through n 
different person nltogotlior! This sen- 
tence, besides, was written in n private 
and crnifidenlinl letter, where the safe- 
guards of conspiracy would' be thrown 
down, and yet it is a prima facie nnd 
specific disproof of the allegatidn made 
by tho opposition. It is not a denfal 



of it, it is not a repudiation of it, it is 
simply a statement absolutely inconsia-^ 
tent with the existence of such .rela- 
tions between the provincial govern- 
ment and Mr. Greenshields as have been 
alleged. 'Everybody knows tEat tho at- 
tempt to impugn the hoUesly of the min- 
is-ters has absolutely failed; and that, 
having failed, the poiut of attack was 
changed, and their veracity assailed. 
That charge hangs upon the statement 
that Hon. Mr. Wells on one occasion 
contradicted all that ho had said before, 
including statements in private letters, 
and all that ho has .said since, including 
hjs sworn testimony, and did so when 
such a contradiction could not possibly 
assist either himself or the ministry, 
but was bound to Injure them. (How pre- 
posteroas! 



iDBOllPBD THE BOOTiy. 

Tho Treadgold concession has evapor- 
ated. The ground proposed to he niono- 
j)olized is to be thrown open at once, 
and that covered by another conc-ession 
reported to bo owned by Dr. tMilno, of 
A'ictorin, is to be opened on tho 1st of 
ilay. As an illustration of the feeling 
aroused in Dawson over the matter, we 
<luote a. couple of liaragruphs from let- 
ters written by a young luan to his par- 
ents ill \"icturia on the 17th of 'li'ebruai'y 
anil the Mrd of March; 

"We are luiving all kinds of trouble 
here tli<- past few days over an order- 
111 council ii.issed at Ottawa giving away 
the whole country tu Treadgold, an Eng- 
lish capitali.st. Tlieiv is going to be a 
macis lueeliiig toniglit, and the peojile 
here are going to do their utmost to 
have the order knocked out. That fel- 
low Siftoii i.s doing all lie can to kill 
this country, and 1 would be pleased to 
se(> hiui do a ciiaritable act and drop 
off tho face of the earth, lie is the 
worst 1 have ever heard of. The people 
here are pretty hot about it, ami it 
wouldn't tuke very much to rouso them 
up to rebellion, and 1 wouldn't blame 
them a bit. It is a sh;iiiie that things 
should bo run in such a manner. Tliry 
are trying to make the miners leave the 
country instead of offering them some 
iiiduceiiieiitfi to .stay here, as tliey should 
do. It really makes one ashamed of 
uis country, or the governme.ut of it, 
ratlier." 

"1 suppose you have hi'ard all about 
tliat Treadgold mining concession. It 
has caused a lot of trouble in here, and 
will cause u great deal more if tho thing 
really goes through. I sent a telegram 
to 'Mr. Duau asluDg ihim to use his iu- 
Hucnce for the cnhccllation of the cou- 
cesriion, but I don't know liow he would 
receive such a propo.sitiuu from a Con- 
servative. Pa is quite a newspaper 
writer, and be ought to send some pieces 
to different papers saying that this con- 
cession is going to hurt tlio country and 
drivt> honest, hard-worluug prospectors 
from this couutry. He couldnli.x up <iuite 
;i heart-rending letter, and would even bo 
iible to convince those Ihnt-liearted Lib- 
erals that they are doing this long-suf- 
fering country an injustice by grunting 
such a gigautio monopoly. I am a gooil 
and patriotic jCanadinn, but if they ever 
had any ttoiible over tjiis concession 
here, and wore calling for volunteers to 
[Hit down any rebellion, I don't believe 
I would be one of the few to stick up 
for the country. There is very bitter 
ToeUng here ag.'iinst this concession, and 
the government nt Ottawa had better 
think twice before giving away tho best 
part of this district to some capitalist 
who will do more injury than benefit to 
tho place." 

That is pretty strong language, even 
allowing for the warm blood of generous 
youth. But it gives a vivid picture of 
the sickening results of Mr. Sitton's rule 
in tho Klondike. A'erily the Liberals 
are great protectors of the interests of 
the iieople.

He 
thought that in lOOl the highest price 
that could have been askeil for the 
building was aboal .'?'J(10.

Tho "quarterly general meeting of tli<| 
Victoria Board of Trade was held yes- 
terday afternoon. There was not a very 
large attendance. 

The subjects discussed were Imperial 
defence and colonial cont.-ibutions to the 
navy, 'Island development and the coast- 
ing laws. A deputation consisting of 
Capt. Devcrcux and Messrs. Ito'oerts, G, 
T. Devcrcux and .Iosei)h I'icrsoiv, from 
the British Columbia branch of the Im- 
perial Navy longue, attended the meet- 
ing 1111(1 Mr. I'iersoii delivered un inter- 
esting address on the iuiiiorraiiee of the 
caval defence of the trade of the Empire 
and the part taki'ii therein by the colon- 
ies. Tile meeting adoiited a rcsolutiou 
ill favor of the objects of the local 
branch ol' the leagiu'. 

The subject of Island devclopnient, in- 
troduci'd by Mr. LiiL-riii. who referred to 
|)-ojcctei! Island railways, resolved it- 
self into a disimte concerning nlteriia- 
live routes of the ('aiiadiaii Xorlheru, 
against which disputi? Jlr. I). K. Ker 
energetically protested. 

'.Mr. ,r. .1. Shallcross, re]ireseiiting_ a 
special committee appoin'ted to iniiuire 
into the elTect upon local sliiiiping of the 
existing coast laws, rcportc'd that these 
laws were ■ distinctly adverse to Cana- 
dian ships, hut that owing to the pres- 
ent scarcity of Canadian vessels engaged 
on tiie Northern trade, and to other rea- 
sons,- the oommtttec made no reconimen- 
dntions and nskod to ha discharged. 

Mr. L. G, McQuade presided, and there 
were present Messrs. J. .T. Shallcross.

NAVAL DEFKNGE. 

Mr. .Tosepli riersoii, of the British 
("olumbiii branch of the Imperitil Xavy 
league, saiil that in view of the ynport- 
iincc of. naval defence, ho regretted that 
it had fallen to his lot to address the 
Board of Trade on the subject. British 
Coluinhla represented the whole West- 
ern seaboard of Canada, and therefore 
its importance -from a trading and stra- 
tegic standpoint was great. It was re- 
cognized that the navy was to ii large 
extent an "inKurnnce" of tlie shipiiiiig 
trade, that the supremacy of the seas 
Avns necessary for tb.e safety of British 
trade. The Whole merchantable ship- 
ping of the world was estimfitod at 15V'i 
million tons. ,')f which 10 million was 
iBritisli. These ligurcs ho had obtained 
from parliamentary returns, and it was 
evident that in proiiortioii to the cxteul 
of its shipiiiiig trade. Great Britain paid 
less towards it.- navy than cither Frnneo. 
Russia or the liiiiled Stales. Ahlnnigh 
Ciinada had contriluitej men to tiie war 
I in South Africa, it bad not contributed 
much in inoney, and it hail not so f;ir 
coiitributeil anything to the naval de- 
fence of the I'^miiire, uiioii which its f;ea 
trade de|ieiidcd for safety. The local 
'liranch of the Xavy league was anxious 
that the idea of contribution to the navy 
should be taken up, and was of tin.' ojiin- 
lon that such contribution should taki- 
the shape of "nval reserve. T'.ie leagui' 
wished to £:et the supjiorl of every hoard 
of trade in Canada, and A'ictoria was, 
I'y reason of its geogr.'iphical position, 
specially interested in such a scheme as 
the cstaldistimbnt of a Canadian nnvnl 
reserve. The shipping trade of the Pn- 
cilic w-ns in.'rensinK, and there -were 
many 'wlio believed that, some day, this 
trade wonid bo as great as the trade 
of the Atlantic. It was quite time that 
Cniiada did something for the navy, Aus- 
iralia had for some time liecn assisting; 
■Cape Colony suliscribed ,$150,000 a year 
in cash to the ailmiinilty, and Imd re- 
cently luiilt a wnrsbip. The Good Hope. 
Even the little colony of Xatnl sub- 
scribed so many tliousand tons of coal 
annually. The league had recently re- 
ceived a letter from Admiral Bickford. 
•wlio suggested that .ihe Icagnc should 
use i'ts influence in the direction of es- 
tablishing a British Columbia nnvnl re- 
serv(>. and that the sealing industry 
would probably sujiply a number of uu-n 
highly suitable for the service, fjince 
the recoi|)t of that letter a number of 
sailors hr.d signed a roll undertaking that 
if a reso-ve slintilil lie established, on 
anything like reasonabh! terms, they 
would join it. Tlie league felt that if 
it had the suiiport of the boards of trade 
ill this project if w'.HiIil have a strong in- 
llueiico 'lieliind it, .Hid the legislators at 
Ottawa would liiiil it advisable to do 
sojnetliillg for the navy worthy of the 
treat Doininioii of which British Cohnn- 
bia was a jiart. The leairiie liail ■writ- 
ten to l-I or 15 boards of trade and re- 
lilies had been reci'ivcd that the lualfer 
■ivould be u'ivcn attention, lie believed 
tliat the proposed oslablishmont of a In- 
c!il reserve would appeal to every gentlo- 
maii present. 

■Mi^. lioberts sail! that he could not add 
nuicli to wliat IMr. I'iersoii had said, but 
he hoiied th:it the lio,-ird Mould ii.i'is a 
resolution favorable to tlie wishes of the 
lengue. 

'Mr. Devcrcux drew attention lo the 
strjitcific importance <>f Vi<'loria as eoni- 
uianding the Straits of Fncn, which, ho 
said, had been long ago compared to the 
liosition of Gibraltar at tiie entrance to 
the iloditerrnnenn sea." The nnvol es- 
talilisliihfnt at Esriuininit cost the Brit- 
ish laxiiayer $1,000,000 annually, with- 
out t.'ikini; into account the cost of ex- 
tra works. To this C}annda contributed 
nothing. 

The chairman tlieii ri'iiil a lo")lg resolu- 
tion passed by the .Navy league, whicli 
has been ali-eady published. 

■Mr. J. .T. Shallcross thought that the 
hoard could hardly hind itself to support 
the resolution .is it stood, without some 
further coiisiilerntioii. The resolution 
stated that the prcsc,nt position of Can- 
ada in regard to its non-contribution to 
the cost of naval defence was nndigni- 
lied, and he did not agree -vvith that 
statement. He did not think that any 
colony should bind itself lo iiay n regii- 
Jar annual sum of money to the Imiierial 
■treasury until (hat colony had sfiiue voic 
in the Imperial government. Tie would 
ihe quite prepared to support the estab- 
lishment of a naval reserve here, and 
agreed that Victorians ought to work for 
strong fortifications at Victoria. 
. :Mr. Dcvereux thought that "Mr. Shall- 
cross had niisiinderstooil the im'port of 
the document just read, .wliiirh was only 
a letter from the league to the chairman, 
enclosing a resolution adopted by tbo 
league. 

Mr. S. .T. Pitts thoHsht members of the 
board should be proud tO;h.ave nu opjior- 
t unity of supporting the Navy league, 
lie would support tlie resolution. 

"Mr. Lugrin also .supported the resolu- 
tion. The ostabli.fhmcnt of a naval re- 
-:crve here was a matter of the greatest 
miportanco. Ho did not think that (he 
scliemo presented great dillicultics. 
riiore wore iindoiilitedlv ))leiitv of men 
who would join on fair leniis. lie was

In his oiiinion, the fact that Vic- 
toria was situa'led (Ui an island in no 
way prevented tlie city from being free- 
ly connected by railway with 'Mainland 
anil Soniul points. 

Mr. E. -M. .Tohnson said that for his

Mr. D. If. Ker concurred with Mr. 
.lohnson and regretted tbat there was a 
section of the local jiress and of the pub- 
lic wlii(-h, for Ihe sake of jiarty politics, 
iwiis willing that A'ictoriii should not get 
transcontinental railway connection. 



Me. Lugrin explained that lie -was in 
faro:- o.' the Canadian .N'ortlierii, and 
only differed ill regard to routes, and at- 
ter some further and rather heated dis- 
cussion, the subject was dropped. 
COASTIXG LAWS. 

-Mr. .1. ,1. .Siiailcross said that he had 
to ask the cliairniaii to dismiss the com- 
mittee appointed 'to inquire into the 
coasting Jaws. There -was no doubt 
tlmt the existing laws -were very preju- 
ilieial to Ciiiiadiaii sliiiipiii^:, for the Am- 
erican ships had privileges which Can- 
..diaii ships had not. The ships couUl 
get supplies cheaper at Seattle tlinu at 
N'ictoria and Vancouver, and the new 
steamer built for tho Xortherii trade by 
the C. 1'. U. would get supplies at tho 
Sound. United States goods brought by 
sea to Vlctori.i or Vancouver could not 
■be taken to Skngway in bond in Cnn- 
■idian ships. B.ut there woro not at pres- 
ent enough Canadian ships to carry the 
Canadian share of the trade with tho 
Xorth, so that the committee did not feel 
it could nnide u report in the matter. 

Tho meeting tlieu adjourned.
